Was a Good Georgian 


When Mr. Charlie Redwine died, 
Georgia lost one of her outstanding citi- 
zens and a fine example of a more gen- 
tlemanly past. 

Mr. Redwine was a squire, one of the 
last of an old school. He was a benevolent 
sort of patriarch who lived on land that 
had been in his family for more than a 
century. He farmed, and operated a mul- 
titude of businesses in his native Fayette 
County. The same obligations and affec- 
tions he felt for his home, his family and 
his friends, he felt also for his state and 
carried this feeling over into his public 
life. 

Mr. Charlie served Georgia ably and 
with scrupulous honesty as a revenue 
commissioner under Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge. For six years he held this sensi- 
tive and important job, not because he 
needed or particularly wanted it, but in 
order to help the son of his old friend, 
Gov. Eugene Talmadge. He was helping 
Georgia too, and cracking down on tax 
evaders and revoking the licenses of law- 
breaking liquor dealers were the chief 
joys he found in office. Mr. Charlie was a 
religious man. He lived by the rule, and 
expected those around him to live by 
it, too.

And it will take a mighty high 
tax tide to provide the services they de- 
mand.

The average Atlantan is worried about 


what he can do to prevent becoming 
atomized in case of an A-bomb or H- 
bomb attack. The current controversy 


about who is responsible for civil defense 
here lends him no comfort. 

Basically and traditionally, the respon- 
sibility for civil defense is local. Backing 
this idea is the latest information from the 
Federal Civil Defense Administration. In 
a directive issued yesterday, this agency 
points out: 

“No longer can any American avoid 
the responsibility for learning everything 
possible about personal and community 
survival.” 

Here in Atlanta, where the civil de- 
fense problem is more acute than any- 
where in the state, the director of the 
program, Elliott Jackson, cannot even get 
an audience with the Board of Aldermen 
to discuss the need. Perhaps the board 
knows more than Mr. Jackson and the 
Federal Civil Defense Administration. If 
they do, they should so inform the people. 

The State of Georgia's Department of 
Defense, headed bv Adj. Gen. George 
Hearn, has recently issued the first state- 
wide plan for organization of a coordi- 
nated civil defense effort. It was issued 
in accord with state law and in coopera- 
tion with federal planning. The plan on 
paper is splendid and well prepared. It 
cannot be put into effect, however, with- 
out Atlanta’s cooperation. 

Gen. Hearn and the state apparently 
are doing their part of the job. The Fed- 
eral Government is trying harder than 
ever in the past to institute a workable 
program on a national scale. But any ef- 
fective civil defense is dependent upon 
local communities, the people and their of- 
ficials. 

In other words, if we want to live in 
case of an atomic attack, we had best or- 
ganize a community program concerned 
with our. own survival.

WASHINGTON—Theére’s one thing we do easily 
in this atomic age. That is to shoot off another big 
apple every few days out at Yucca Flats, Nev. Just 


lew rule 
atomic war. 

These explosions have become 
routine. No longer do they chill 
the blood as did the earlier ex- 
periments. 

Yet, those bits of concentrated 
hell, these bombs, and the radia- 
tion that goes along with them and 
poison the atmosphere — they are, 
we now know, dangerous and can 
spread death and destruction for 
miles around. 

It's hard to believe it, but in 
this atomic age, with the problem 
as big a one as survival of a na- 


tion, you find the policy makers 
still daunted by the bugaboo of 
State rights, and about how far 


the Federal Government should 
go in making plans and trying’ to 
impose them on our citizens, 

What do you do? Do you try 
to scare all of us into coopera- 
tion?

TALMADGE BACKER 

Mr. Redwine formed a lasting 
friendship with the late Eugene 
Talmadge and managed one of 
Talmadge’s campaigns.

Redwine was picked as the Tal- 
madge candidate for governor. 
But the Talmadge forces went 
down to defeat that year.

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A CLEARER CHARGE-BLOCK RULE? 


Mundortt Says Refs Are Better; 
Films, Official ‘Teams’ Will Help 


(Everybody’s been come- 
plaining about basketball of- 
ficiating this year. The Con- 
stitution has already polled 
Southeastern Conference 
coaches for their major gripes 
and suggestions. Now, in the 
last of a three-part. series, 
SEC basketball coordinator 
Roy" Mundorff tells what his 
office is doing to improve of- 
ficiating.)

Basketball officiating in the 
Southeastern Conference has 
improved this vear, 
ketball coordinator Roy Mun- 
dorff maintains —and he has 
plans to see that it gets even 
better. 

This was Mundorff's first full 
year as SEC Commissioner Ber- 
nie Moore's basketball repre- 
sentative. He traveled through- 
out the conference, saw every 
full-time official in action at 
least twice. 

Mundorff talked to both offi- 
cials and coaches on these trips 
and is currently working on his 
yearly report to the commis- 
sioner. “‘Right now, I’m going 
over the coaches’ grading sheets 
on officials,’’ he said Tuesday. 
‘‘And do you know that the av- 
erage grades are higher this 
year than last?’’ 

Mundorff said just the fact 
that someone from the commis- 
sioner’s office was on hand and 
interested in basketball helped 
perk up the officiating. 

However, neither coaches 
polled by The Constitution nor 
fans appeared completely satis- 
fied with the officiating this 
year—improved though it may 
be—and the next question was, 
“What's on tap for next sea- 
son?’’ 


“We are constantly striving 
to improve,’’ Mundorff said. 
“And one important thing I 


hope to get over Is a good ine

Mundorff said that movies 
would definitely be used at the 
next officials’ clinic to lend 
realism to rules demonstra- 
tions. ‘‘It will be up to the 
coaches at schools that take 
movies of their games to lend 
us the films,’’ Mundorff said, 
“and we hope they will then 
show us what they feel are ex- 
amples of correct and incorrect 
calls in different situations.’’

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GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS 
anuary-February Term, 1955 


Honorable Ralph H. Pharr, Judge ' 


Fulton Superior Court 

We, the Grand Jury for the 
January-February Term 1955 of 
the Fulton Superior Court, sub- 
mit our presentments. We were 
charged that it was our duty to 
investigate various phases. of 
government and public affairs in 
our counts We have conscien- 
tiously tried to fulfill this obli- 
gation. 

The jury has operated most 
harmoniously. There have been 
differences. in opinions, but the 
ultimate findings have been in 


almost wWnanwnous agreement. 
Consideration was given to many 
matters, but we include in these 


presentments only those that we 
consider most important. 
ATLANTA AIRPORT 

A committee was formed at 
the first meeting of the Grand 
a fo the * pose of investi- 
gating the operations of the Aft- 
Janta Airpoi Considerable time 
was devoted to this investigation 
and many witnesses and docu- 
ments were examined. AS a re- 
gilt, the committee arrived at 


conclusions: 
Operations—It is the opinion of 
that the Atlanta

Airport is operated efficiently, 
economically and safely, and is 
one of which every citizen in 
Georgia should well be proud. Ex- 
perts on the subject, operating 
and executive officers of the four 
Lise airlines, declare the run- 
wavs sufficient and well-kept.

but not as elaborate as could be 
desired. 

Maintenance — Buildings, run- 
wavs, ramps. fences and lights 
P maintained at a satisfactory 
standard. A large portion of the 
airport facilities have been built 
RP maintained with used ma- 
terial. resulting in large savings. 

Management—It is felt that the 
Operations at the airport have 
outgrown the present system and 
jf is recommended that certain 
managerial changes be made to 
bring the system up to a 1955 
basis. As a step in this direc- 
tion, we recommend that Mr. 
John H. Gray, because of the 
magnitude of his duties, be re- 


lieved of in all leases, 
contracts. records, maintenance 
and other similar admunistrative 


duties so that he may devote his 


matters 


full time to airport promotion 
and administration of field op- 
erations. It is further recom- 
mended that Mr. Grady H. Ridge- 
wav. assistant manager, . be 
placed in charge of all duties 
that we are recommending that 
NM Gvav be relieved of, and 
that he be directly accountable 
to the mayor, city airport com- 
miittee, and/or the city comp- 
troller. It is recommended that 
NI Rov L. Duggan, the book- 
keeper at the airport, be taken 


out from under the direction and 
supervision of the airport man- 
acement and placed under the 
direction and supervision of the 
city comptroller. It is recom- 
mended that the city comp- 
troller, certified public account- 
of city records, and Mr. 
Duggan devise some_ proper 
method of at least spot check- 


nts 


ing at the source the records 
of the lessees and concession- 
naires. from which source the city 
derived $382.430.55 during the 
year 1954. The audit specifica- 
tions should include a_ require- 
ment for at least a spot check 
at the source of records and a 
not check of the occupancy by 
various tenants at the airport. 
Our findings show that checks 


are not being made by any city 
representative of the accounts 
and records of the lessees, and 
that these accounts have been 
handled on an honor system 
basis. 

Contracts and Leases—It is the 
belief of this Grand Jury that 
where practical, leases should 
be made on the basis of com- 
petitive bids? rathes than nego- 
tiation. 

Monopoly Cehcessions—On the 
basis of monopoly concessions. 
the city is being deprived of 
‘revenue which they would other- 
wise enjoy if competition were 
allowed. A food example of this 
may be found in the U-Drive-It 


concession as it now exists. By 


adhering to this monopoly prac- 


tice, a competitive U-Drive-It 
company was forted to conduct 
itis operations outside of the city 
property, thus depriving the city 
of approximately $7,500 in reve- 
nue during 1954. A _ survev of 
seven large airports in the South 
revealed that it is practical to 
award leases on a bid and ne- 
gotiation basis and certain con- 
cessions On a  non-monopols 
basis. 

Personal Activities—In_ the 
course of our investigation, if 
was learned that the airport 
manager had contracted with a 
user air line to purchase _ sur- 
plus and obsolete aircraft parts 
for the sum of $20.000.00. for the 
purpose of resale. City property 
was used by the airport man- 
ager for the storage of these 
parts. It is recommended that 
the proper rental be immediate- 
lv paid to the city for this space. 
The airport manager acknowl- 
edges that $2,000.00 is now due 
for such rental. We recommend 
that this amount or a _ prope: 
amount be placed on books of 


record as an indebtedness of Mr 


Gray. We further recommend 
that the airport manager and all 
other city airport employes be 
instructed to confine their ac- 
tivities at the airport to those 
that come within the scope of 
their city employment. 


Fire Protection—In its investi- 
gation of fire protection, we of 
the committee found such di- 
versity of Opinion as to the ade- 
quacy of the present fire pro- 


tection that we do not feel qual- 
ified to make presentments on 
this subject. We did, however, 
find that emergency gates have 
been made available to the 
neighboring fire departments at 
the east and west ends of the 
field. and at the instance of this 
committee, the airport manage- 
ment has agreed to install a 
similar emergency gate where 
Baxley Avenue dead ends into 
the airport fence. . 

It is recommended that the 


mayor and airport committee 
comply with these recommenda- 
tions. 
FULTON COUNTY JAIL 
We have investigated the Ful- 
ton County Jail, and are in sub- 
stantial agreement with the pre- 


sentments of previous Grand 
Juries. The present building, 
while structurally sound, is ob- 
solete and in a had state of re- 
pair, in addition to being far 
too small to handle the load 
placed upon it. We believe that 
anv extensive program of re- 


modeling. or modernization would 


do little to ease the situation 
We, therefore, recommend that 
the commissioners proceed as 


soon as possible with plans, al- 
ready announced, for selecting a 
site and erecting a new jail. | 

We strongly urge that such! 
planning include a consideration | 
of the possibility of abandoning | 
the facilities of the Bellwood} 
Prison Camp and disposing of| 


the land now occupied to indus- 
| 


trial users. Fulton County 1s 
now operating at the Bellwood 
site a laundry, a garage and 
machine shop, for repair and 
maintenance of machinery and 
road-building equipment; a hos-| 
pital, providing medical and 


dental care for convicts assigned 
to the county by the State Board 
of Corrections: a Central Rec- 
ords office. which maintains rec-| 
ords on prisoners as required by 
law: a sign painting shop; a dog 
pound, and a bloodhound kennel.
